E,  Aberdeen  and 
JNithianus  have  given  no  anlwer  to 
thifi  Perhaps  they  thought  that  J.  A. 
fllMld  have  advanced  ionrie  arguments 
tO’^ove  that  mols  was  a  part  of  the  ori- 
gklil  earth.  Put  what  need  can  there 
beifor  arguments  to  prove  what  is  next 
to  lielf  evident?  for,  unlcfs  there  had 
bedi  mols,  not  only  wet  mofs,  but  dry 
and  ready  for  the  tire  too.  Eve 
lid  not  have  roaltcd  a  fingle  apple  for 
Adam’s  lupper,  when  he  came  in 
fre^  his  work,  as  every  one  inuft  fee 
tet  green  bvanchc*  were  quite  unfit  for 
thUp  urpofe  ;  and  I  fee  no  reafon  to  be- 
bete  that  n»e  had  any  withered  ones. 
Jfttit  J.  A.’s  next  qutftion  is  what  gives

*riencr,  and  will,  if  properly  confi- 
d,  afford  a  folution  to  fcveral  quef- 
m  H  that  have  long  puz'/.led  both  divines 
ai^  philolophers.  J  lay,  it  is  agreeable 
and  experience;  for  1  remember 
ii|Bhing  better  than  that,  in  a  journey  I 
^de  towards  the  fouthern  parts  a  great 
Ihtny  years  ago,  1  met  with  a  very  old 
’WjDman,  a  native  of  D— f— s,  who  told 
hir  file  had  bten  informed  by  her  great- 
^irat-graiidmother,  that,  fome  ages  be- 
f#c  her  time,  the  great  mof«*  of  L«»cher, 
tlAt  Is  it  hi  anus  mentions,  came  floating 
Oier  from  Ireland  in  a  Tingle  tide,  and 
down  all  at  once  in  that  corner  of  the 
gHway  frith  w'hich  it  now  occupies;  and 
that,  lome  time  after  its  emigration,  an 
]|ifl)  lady,  whole  properly  it  had  former- 
been,  came  over,  and  laid  claim  to  it; 
nd  that,  after  many  learned  pleadings 
debates,  it  was  determined  by  the 
jildges  of  that  antient  burgh,  that  the 
urant  riiould  he  allowed,  without  hiii- 
nee  or  nioieflatiun^  tucairy  back  her 


mofs  to  her  own  country,  cither  intirc 
or  in  parcels,  as  Ihculd  be  moll  conve¬ 
nient;  but  all  this  with,  and  under  the 
limitation  and  provifion  following,  viz^ 
that,  whatever  parts  or  portions  of  the 
frid  mofs  Ihould  remain  uncarried  away 
at  a  certain  future  time  mentioned  in 
the  decifion,  Ihould  accrefee  to  the  re- 
fpedlive  proprietors  of  the  foil  whereon 
it  had  relied;  and,  lalUy,  that  the  clai¬ 
mant  dying  loon  after  that  decifion,  and 
no-body  appearing  in  her  right  to  carry- 
off' the  mofs  within  the  time  limited,  the 
faid  mofs  came  of  courfe  to  be  conlider- 
cd  as  a  Scots  mofs,  and  not  an  Irifli  one- 
This  fadl,  fo  well  fupported  by  unex¬ 
ceptionable  evidence,  when  duly  weigh¬ 
ed,  mull  certainly  preponderate  againit 
ail  the  arguments  E*  Aberdeen  has 
draw  n  from  his  fpecitic  gravity. 

And  now,  I  think,  having  Ihown,  to 
the  convidion  of  every  unprejudiced  in¬ 
quirer,  that  mofs  not  only  may,  but  real¬ 
ly  does  fometimes  fwirn^  I  lhall,  by  way 
of  further  illullration  of  my  learned 
friends  principles,  take  notice  of  Tome 
very  puzzling  quellions,  to  which,  when 
duly  conlidcred,  they  may  afford  us  4 
very  natural  and  eafy  folution.  And, 

I.  You  know'  that  the  peopling  of  A- 
merica  has,  ever  fincc  the* difeo very  of 
that  couiitiy  by  Columbus,  been  confi- 
dcred  as  very  difficult  to  be  accounted 
for  with  any  degree  of  probability,  and 
there  have  been  various,  and  often  very 
oppofite  opinions  formed  about  it,  fomc 
aliedging  that  the  firll  inhabitants  of  A- 
merica  had  gone  thither  by  the  way  of 
Greenland  ;  others  that  they  went  over 
from  Kamtfchatka;  and  others  again, 
that  they  had  been  driven  thither  by  the 
winds,  either  from  the  weft  of  Europe, 
or  the  eaftern  coafts  of  Afia,  before  the 
invention  of  the  mariners  compafs :  but 
none  of  thefc  accounts  will  iatisfy.  The 
complexion  of  the  native  Americans, 
their  language,  and  even  the  animals 
found  there,  and  no  where  elic  in  the 
world;  all  thefe  mull  force  us  to  loolt 
out  for  fome  other  folution  of  the  diffi¬ 
culty ;  and  the  only  true  and  fatiofaitory 
folution  of  it  muft,  1  think,  be  tbi*.,  viz. 
that,  when  the  waters  of  the  deluge  ber 
gau  to  cover  the  vallics,  4he  people 
would  of  courle  betake  thcnilelvcs  for 
lafrty  to  the  bills ;  and,  when  the  foun¬ 
tains  of  the  great  deep  were  broken  up, 
and  the  m(  Iks  fairly  fet  a-floating,  feme' 
of  them  would  be. naturally  ftopped  for 
Tome  lime  by  Ihc  lops  of  the  hiUs,  wber^ 
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nature  tint  /K'cur  in  the  dif?trcnt 
parts  of  the  tVorld  ;  but  the  few  famples 
1  have  given  will.  1  hope,  be  decn  ed  luf- 
ficlciit  both  for  the  illullration  of  J.  A.*3 
admirable  fclieine,  and  for  teftifying  the 
high  fentnnentb  I  entertain  of  his  liiera- 
ry  abditieb;  and  as  I'uGh,  I  flatter  mylelf, 
you  will  readdy  give  them  a  place  in

miliarity  of  friends,  fo  pleafing  the  pro- 
fpe^t  of  enjoying  pe2cc  and  csfc  amidlt

eels,  wi.o  hid  afiuied  me  that  it  would 
pteve'iil  all  iitturc  trouble  nr.uii  errltring 
Berlin.  but  lint  w  as-  merely  to  levy  fee 
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Upon  mo;  t\)r,  notwithflanding  my  paH- 
-poi  t,  1  vvhi.  (lopucii  ilui'c  (]<iarlcrrti  of  an 
hour  al  liic  Uinier  bcTore  I  was  taken 
into  the  ctiftculy  of  a  ceniincl;  who, 
in  tny  polt  waggon,  with  his 

imilhet  on  h:s  ihuulJcr,  and  bayonet  fix¬ 
ed,  c  jndusflwd  me  like  a  prifuucr  thro* 
the  priiiCip^tl  llrcils  of  the  city  to  the 
cuili>m-houie.  liere  I  wa«  detained  in 
the  yrtiti  more  than  two  hours,  ihiveriiig 
with  cold  in  ail  my  wet  garments,  while 
cv<*ry  thing  was  taken  out  of  my  trunk 
and  wriltng-box,  and  txaiiiincd  as  cu* 
rioully  as  if  I  iiid  inil  a. lived  at  Dover 
fiotn  liie  capital  of  Ihance.

The  road  from  Berlin  nithcr,  is  thro^ 
a  deep  runiiing  fan:!,  like  the  woril  parts 
of  Norfolk  and  SulVolk  (where  theie  are 
no  turnpike^),  till  within  a  few  miles  of 
the  town;  and  then  it  is  through  a  wild 
forett  of  tir  trees,  with  lakes  frequently  in 
liglii.  Upon  a  nearer  approach  tliere  is 
a  tine  opi  iiii.g  on  the  left  haiul  to  a  very 
lai  ge  piece  of  water,  and  a  beautiful  view 
oftne  town,  in  which  three  t(;wcrs,  of  the 
fame  li/.c  and  ilnpe,  only  appear;  but 
Ihefe  arc  cleg  ml.  The  reft  of  the  way 
is  linongit  a  wood,  cot  into  walks  and 
roads,  which  intrrfeiit  each  otiier,  and 
lead  to  diiil'icnt  towns  and  villas. 

'I'hc  examir.uijn  at  the  gates  of  this 
city  is  the  Moll  minute  and  curious, 
bi>tii  in  going  iii'and  out,  wiiich  1  have 
ever  cxpcrieiiccd.nn  my  travels;  it  could 
not  be  more  rigorous  at  the  pollern  of  a 
town  bciieged.  Name,  chaiacler,  whence, 
where,  wiieii,  to  whom  recommendetl, 
iuninel-,  Hay,  atm  fcveral  t*thcr  particu¬ 
lars  were  deinaneed,  to  which  Inc  au- 
.  iwers  were  all  written  down. 

Il.nvever,  a  Uranger,  upon  liis  en¬ 
trance  into  this  city,  is  niHfie  fome  a- 
niemis,  iiy  the  variety  and  Iplendor  of 
new  objects,  for  the  bad  road,  and  dif¬ 
ficulty  cf  admiftijn,  which  he  has  pic- 
vioidlyr  encounteied. 

j'iie  breeU  are  the  mofl  regularly 
be  iiilifni  wbieb  I  ever  reincnurer  to  have 
Icen ;  the  houies  ail  Icem  to  he  built  of 
while  .Itunc,  thougb  they  arc  only  of 
biiv  k,  llucCiied  over  in  imitation  of  Hone. 
A  c.tnal,  iupplieu  by  (he  liver  Havel, 
iiins  ihroiigli  tiie  middle  of  che  tow*i», 
which  is  fmiaud  on  an  idand  called  the 
li'erder  ct  Potidam,  which  implies,  an 
ijland  in  a  rivcr»  This  Illand  Is  four 
C  Cl  man  inilcB  in  circumference:  tlie  ap- 
pioaeii  to  Poifdaiu  is  over  a  very  wide 
.  jpicce  of  water,  by  d  Auuc  bridge.

I'hc  number  of  houfes  in  this  city  Ins 
been  very  much  incrcafcd  during  the 
reign  of  his  pretent  maiedy,  and  lital  of 
his  father.  At  the  b'*gmmng  of  tins 
century  there  were  ou'v  two  hnmbcvl 
•houies,  ail'd  at  prefent  there  are  at  leaic 
two  thouland,  and  feventeen  thonl.ind 
inhabitanfb,  cxclulive  of  the  military, 
which  amount  to  about  tight  thoufand 
men. 

The  fquarcs,  public  buildings,  and 
hou.’cs  of  individuals  in  this  ciiyi  arc 
elegant  and  nnble.  The  arcliilcvtluic  of 
Palladio,  in  the  Veneliati  Hate,  is  here 
very  frequently  and  fuccelsfully  copied. 
His  majelty’s  prefent  paHlon  is  fv>r  archi- 
tegfnie,  in  which  he  is  ftid  to  expend 
200,000 1.  fteiling  a-ycar.  PollUam  is 
abnoH  inlirely  new  built,  fr\>in  bis  own 
deligiiH,  belides  his  new  palace,  near 
bins-Souci,  and  innumcraSle  houies  und 
palaces  in  Berlin,  conllrnittcd  liivcc  the 
lad  war.  Whenever  a  cili/en  is  about 
bnibiing  a  houfe,  citiier  in  his  capital  *»r 
at  Potldam,  his  majefty  funniiies  the 
dclign,  and  is  at  the  txpence  of  building 
the  fninl. 

In  vifiring  llie  principal  ftreets  and 
ftpiares  of  this  beautiful  city,  which  is 
well  built,  well  paved,  magniHcciit,  and 
new',  I  could  not  help  oblcrving,  .that 
foot  p,ifi'cngers  were  iiere,  as  well  as  in 
every  other  city  of  Knropc,  except  Lon- 
sdon,  expofed  to  accidents  trom  be¬ 
ing  mixed  with  horfes  and  catriager,  as 
wei!  as  fiom  the  inlolence  and  bruUlitv 
of  their  rnlcis  and  ibivcrs,  for  wanic-f  a 
Jo9t~path*. 

1  know  not  wUtthcr  it  has  been  rc- 
maiked  by  writers  of  traveL,  tbal  on  the 
I'ia  ^t'ppiat  and  4*«her  anlicni  toads  in 
Italy,  a  place  was  let  apart  on  each  fide 
for  the  convenience  of  ptdeftrians;  and, 
in  viliting  1‘ompcia,  where  an  iiitne  an¬ 
tique  R  jmau  ttieet  has  been  dug  oiii, 
1  obferved  the  fame  thing.  A  Roman 
citizen,  w'hether  patiii-ian  or  plebeian, 
was  a  relpeCtablc  cnaractcr;  and  perhapa 
England  la  the  only  country  at  prclcnt 
where  the  .common  people  are  iudicient- 
ly  rerpeeU’rl,  btr  (iicir  lives  and  iiinbs't^ 
be  thought  worth  preserving.

the  Trench  at  Louilbourg.  France  .ind 
•England  were  iiegociaiing,  acciiiing,  and 
ddtroyi ng  each  other  all  at  one  time. 
I'hc  Iheiich  claimed  the  wMiole  adjacent 
count  I  y  of  the  livcr  Millifippi,  towards 
New  Mexico,  on  the  ealt,  quite  to  the 
Apal.ichun  mountains  on  the  weft  ;  and 
driving  .away  fcvcral  Britilh  fubjeCts,  who 
had  letticd  beyond  thelc  moontains, 
built  fneh  foils  as  could  command  tlic 
w-hole  country  around.  Their  intention 
was  to  indole  the  Engiinioii  every  Tide, 
and  feenre  to  Ihemicivcs  the  exclulive 
trade  vu’th  the  n.itives  of  the  country. 
TIic  Tieiich,  like  the  natives,  w'crc  har* 
dy,  enterpi  i/ing,  and  poor:  they  declared 
war  againft  the  Enghih  colonifts,  wfio 
were  rich,  frugal,  and  l.iboiious,  and 
w’hofe  fpoils  they  w-ere  confcqucnlly  the 
mote  ddiious  to  lhare.  Both  parties 
fccmed  to  have  imbibed  a  ferocity  of 
riuiMitrs  from  the  lavage  people  with 
whom  they  fought.  I'tie  generals  Monk- 
ton  aiul  Johnion  were  victorious  in  Ibme 
ey.pediiioiis;  but  Braddotk’s  Ikill  and 
cour.age  were  conducive  to  his  ovei- 
thiow  :  an  enthnii.aft  to  the  difcipline  of 
the  held,  he  wanted  to  bring  the  fpirit 
of  a  Gciman  campaign  into  trie  w  ilds  of 
Niagaia:  be  fell  into  an  ambufeade  on 
his  march  to  Tort  du  (^iclne,  not  ftrr 
from  the  fpot  r  here geneial  Walhington 
had  been  ckfeated  the  year  before.  He 
was  himlelf  killed  by  a  mulket  Ihot  thro* 
the  lungs,  and  abinrt  leven  hundred  men 
Wire  ilr.in  in  this  unhappy  furpii/e.  All 
the  aitill^ry,  atninunition,  and  baggage 
I'f  tilt  aimy,  with  the  general’s  cabinet 
if  lettci**,  fell  into  the  hands  of  the 
Trench.  It  feenr  ed  afterwards  as  if  Dief- 
kaw,  a  S.axon  general  in  the  Trench  fer- 
vice,  who  was  like  Braddock  furprired, 
defeated,  woundtd,  and  taken  priloner. 
'after  the  example  of  the  Enghih  com¬ 
mander,  iiijuditionlly  exerted  his  kncw» 
Edge  of  military  dileipline  in  a  ccuniry 
where  there  wire  no  advances  to  be 
nude,  nor  a  dlleiplined  enemy  to  tn- 
cotinter. 

It  was  refolved  in  the  Britifti  council 
to  t.ake  the  Trench  lliips  wherever  found, 
tluuigh  there  w.<s  yet  no  formal  declara¬ 
tion  ot  w  ar.  W’lih  ihifi  older  the  naval 
eoiiiminclers  ci'mplied  readily,  the  Eng;- 
b(h  ports  wne  tilled  with  ftiips  taken 
floor  the  enemy,  and  kept  as  an  indem- 
iiificariiui  for  thofe  foils  the  Trench  had 
lirjuftly  pi'fiVrid  Ihemfelves  of  in  Amc» 
ric.i.  Thf7  complained  loudly  againfl 
Ike  inj'dlicc  Ct  Ihisptoccedirg  ;  they  ifc« 
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prcfentcd  it  to  the  reft  of  Europe  as  a 
brcncli  of  that  faith  which  ftiuuld  be  ob- 
fervud  among  civilized  nations,  and  as  a 
piratical  mcafure  difgraceful  to  the  moft 
lavage  people.  As  a  declaration  of  war 
was  a  ceremony  cafily  performed,  it 
would  have  been  more  confiftent  with 
the  honour  of  the  Englilh  miiiiftry  to 
h  ive  piirfued  the  nfual  method  of  con- 
tefts  which  had  been  long  cftablilhcd  in 
Europe. 

'  The  duke  oF  Mirepoix,  the  French 
ambafiador  at  the  Itritilli  court,  with  the 
afiurance  and  craftinefs  peculiar  to  his 
nation,  infifted  on  his  matter’s  pacific  in¬ 
tentions  two  years  after  open  hoftilities 
had  been  committed  by  the  French  be¬ 
yond  the  Atlantic.  The  French  how¬ 
ever  feemed  to  convince  Europe  of  their 
moderation,  by  neither  declaring  war, 
nor  making  any  reprifals.  They  were 
by  no  means  fciious  in  their  threats  of 
an  invafion  upon  England*  their  only  de- 
lign  being  to  draw  olT  the  attention  of 
the  Enghih  miniftry  from  an  expedition 
which  was  actually  going  forward  againft 
Minorca.  Though  the  miniftry  of  Eng¬ 
land  had  early  notice  of  the  enemy’s  in¬ 
tentions,  they  only  fent  ten  men  of  war 
into  the  Mediterranean,  poorly  manned 
and  indifferently  provided,  under  the 
command  of  admiral  Byng,  whofe 
charader  in  thepavy  was  by  no  means 
eftablilhcd  fer  courage,  though  formerly 
thought  eminent  in  naval  operations. 
In  Failing  from  Gibraltar  towards  Mi¬ 
norca,  he  learned  from  another  man  of 
w  ar,  who  joined  him,  that  Minorca  was 
adually  btlicged,  and  the  French  fleet 
deftined  to  fupport  the  operations  by 
land.  When  he  approached  the  ifland, 
he  faw  the  French  banners  difplayed  and 
the  batteries  opened  againft  the  caftle  of 
St  Philip.  When  the  French  fleet  advan¬ 
ced,  Byng  drew  up  his  Ihips  in  line  of 
battle,  and  determined  to  a<ft  upon  the 
defenfive;  till  at  length  the  French  ad¬ 
miral,  taking  advantage  of  Byng’s  hefita- 
tion  to  engage,  failed  flowly  away  to 
join  the  van  of  his  fleet,  which  had  been 
already  clifeomfited.  Byng  and  La  Ga- 
lifTonicrc  lacrificcd  their  reputation  for 
ce.urage,  to  the  hopes  of  being  applauded 
t(»i*  their  prudence.  [7*0  be  €ontinued»'\ 

Intfrpofition  of  Providence  in  the  De- 
tetiion  and  Punijbinent  of  Murder* 

SIGNIOR  Albemare,  a  young  gentle¬ 
man  of  Milan,  courted  a  beautiful 
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young  lady  called  Clara.  He  had  ob¬ 
tained  her  parents  confent,  but  could  not 
gain  hers,  as  Ihe  frankly  told  hjm,  that 
her  heart  and  honour  were  both  enga¬ 
ged  to  fignior  Baretano.  After  a  fruit- 
lefs  attendance  for  fix  months,  he  found 
her  fo  fixed  in  her  afieeftion  to  Baretano, 
that  he  could  have  no  hope  but. in  the 
death  of  his  rival.  This  he  foon  effected 
by  hiring  two  ruftians,  Leonardo  and  Pe¬ 
dro,  to' murder  him,  for  which  he  gave 
them  100  ducats;  and  taking  care  him- 
felf  to  be  Far  From  Milan  when  this  cruel 
murder  was  committed,  he  eFcaped  the 
fuFpiciou ;  nor  could  the  mngiftrates  at 
that  time  gain  the  leaft  infight  into  this 
bloody  buiincFs. 

AFter  a  year’s  lamentation  for  the 
death  of  her  beloved  Baretano,  Clara 
Contented  to  marry  Albemare.  But  it 
WMS  not  long  before  he  grew  wearied  of 
this  jewel,  for  which  he  had  paid  f(s 
large  a  price  .as  his  own  eternal  falva- 
ti<ni,  and  he  returned  to  his  own  way  of 
living,  which  was  his  aflbeiating  with 
the  moft  debauched  and  profligate  part 
of  the  human  kind. 

Pedro,  one  of  his  wicked  agents  in  the 
murder  of  Baretano,  having  lavlflicd  a-* 
way  all  the  money  he  had  earned  by  his 
villainy,  had  recouile  to  a  robbery,  for 
which  he  was  taken.  Whilft  in  prifon, 
he  wrote  in  a  letter  to  Albemare,  that,  if 
he  did  not  procure  him  his  pardon  for 
this  robbery,  he  w'ould,  at  the  gallows, 
confefs  the  murder  cf  Baretano,  and  alfo 
at  whofe  inftigation  it  was  committed. 
Albemare  returned  him  a  civil  anfwcr, 
and  promifed  him  his  requeft;  and  the 
next  night  fent  his  own  tervant  Vatcrio 
to  him,  to  acquaint  him  that  his  pardon 
was  obtained,  and  would  be  fent  him 
next  morning.  But  this’ was  no  other 
than  a  falfehood  invented  for  the  prefent 
to  ftop  his  mouth  till  he  could  cfl'c^fually 
prevent  his  difeovery  of  the  murder. 
This  he  did  by  giving  him  poifon  in  a 
bottle  of  wine,  which  his  fervant  carried 
to  him  in  prifon  for  that  purpofe;  and 
the  next  morning  Ptdro  being  found 
dead,  it  w^as  fuppoled  hr  had  poifoned 
himfclf  to  prevent  his  public  execution.* 

Not  long  after,  Leonardo,  the  other; 
afl'aftin,  w  ho  was  at  Pavia,  wrote  a  let¬ 
ter  to  Albemare,  faying  he  was  very 
poor,  and  begging  him  lo  lend  him,  or 
give  him  50  ducats.  Albemare  took  nd 
notice  of  this  letter;  on  which  Leonardo' 
wrote  him  a  fect  nd,  very  much  enraged, 
aud  faid,  that  be  would  full  as  looo

— Our  author  then  pro¬ 
ceeds.  to  fp.ow  what  a  patriot  is,  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

“A  Patriot  is  he  whofe  public 
cinubiiit  is  regulated  by  one  finglc  mo¬ 
tive,  the  love  of  his  country;  wlio,  as  an 
agent  in  parliament,  has  for  himlclf  nei¬ 
ther  hope  nor  ^ear,  neither  kindncls  nor 
refentrnent,  b  it  refers  every  thing  to  the 
common  intcreft.* 

That  of  live  hundred  men,  fuch  as 
th  is  degenerate  age  afford. s,  a  majority 
can  be  timnd  thu»  virtuoully  abftraiffcd, 
who  wi!!  Eiffirm?  Yet  there  is  no  good 
in  defp-.ndence :  vigilance  and  activity 
often  tfiVd  more  than  was  txpeded. 
Let  ns  take  a  patriot  where  we  can  meet 
him;  and,  that  we  may  not  Hatter  our- 
Itlves  by  falfe  appearances,  diffinguilh 
thofe  marks  which  arc  certain  from  Ihofc 
which  may  deceive^  for  a  man  may  have 
the  external  appearance  of  a  patriot  with* 
out  the  conitituent  tjualifies;  as  falfe 
coins  have  often  luftre,  tho*  they  W’ant 
Aveight. 

“  Sfimc  claim  a  place  in  the  lift  of  pa¬ 
triots  by  an  acrimonious  and  unremit- 
ting  oppolition  to  the  court. 

“  This  mark  is  by  no  means  infallible. 
Patriniilm  is  not  neceffarily  included  in 
rebellion.  A  man  may  hate  his  king, 
yet  not  love  his  country.  He  that  has 
been  refufrd  a  reafonable  or  unreafon- 
ablc  requeft,  who  thinks  his  merit  un¬ 
der-rated,  and  fees  his  influencc„decH- 
ring,  begins  foon  to  talk  of  natural  c- 
quality,  the  abfurdity  of  many  made  for 
OLC,  the  original  compad,  the  founda¬ 


tion  of  authority,  and  the  majefty  of  the 
people.  As  his  political  melancholy  in- 
crcales,  he  tcll»,  and  perhaps  dieims,  of 
the  advances  of  the  piciogalive,  and  the 
dangers  of  arbitrary  power;  yet  hi.*<  de- 
lign,  in  all  his  declamation,  is  not  to  be* 
nclit  hit)  countr  y  but  to  gratify  his  malice* 

Thefc,  however,  arc  ihc  moll  honell 
of  the  opponents  of  government;  their 
patriotifm  is  a  fpecies  of  difeafe;  and 
they  feel  fomc  part  of  w’hat  they  exprefs. 
But  the  greater,  far  the  greater  number 
of  thofe  who  lave  and  rail,  and  inquire 
and  accufe,  neither  lu:pcd,  n  i  fear,  nor  ’ 
circ  for  the  public;  but  hope  to  force 
their  way  to  riches  by  virulence  and  in-  • 
vciJlive,  and  arc  vehement  and  clamo¬ 
rous,  only  that  they  may  be  fooner  hired 
to  be  filent. 

**  A  man  fometimes  darts  up  a  patriot 
only  by  diffeminating  dilcontent,  and 
propigr.ting  reports  of  fecret  influence, 
of  d.ingcrous  courifcls,  of  violated  rights, 
and  encroaching  ufurpation. 

“  This  piaftice  is  no  certain  n<  tz  of 
patriotifm.  To  indigatc  the  populace 
with  rage  beyond  the  provocation,  is  to 
fufpend  public  happinefs,  not  to  dedroy 
it.  He  is  no  Ivivtr  of  his  country  that 
unneccITirily  did  orbs  its  peace.  Few 
errors,  and  few  faults  of  government^ 
can  judify  an  appeal  to  the  rabble,  who 
ought  not  to  judge  of  what  they  cannot 
underdand,  and  whofe  opinions  are  not 
propagated  by  rcafon,  but  caught  by 
contagion. 

**  The  fallacioufncfs  of  this  note  of 
patriotifm  is  particularly  apparent,  when 
the  clamour  continues  after  the  evil  is 
pad.  They  who  arc  now  filling  our 
cars  with  Mr  Wilkes,  and  the  freehol¬ 
ders  of  Middicfex,  lament  a  gHevance 
which  is  now  at  an  end.  Mr'  Wilkes 
may  be  chofen,  if  any  will  chufc  him, 
and  the  precedent  of  his  exclufion  makes 
rot  any  honed,  or  aoy  decent  man,  think 
himfelf  in  danger. 

“  It  -may  be  doubted  whether  the 
name  of  a  patriot  can  be  fairly  given  as 
the  rewai  J  of  fecret  fatire,  or  open  out¬ 
rage.

rous,  only  that  they  may  be  fooner  hired 
to  he  filent. 

“  A  man  fometimes  ftarts  up  a  patriot 
only  by  diffcminaling  difeontent,  and 
propagating  reports  of  fccret  influence, 
of  dangerous  couufi  Is,  of  violated  rights, 
and  encroaching  ufurpation. 

“  Thij,  pia*5iice  is  no  certain  nrte  of 
patriotifm.  To  inftigate  the  populace 
with  rage  beyond  the  provocation,  is  to 
fufpend  public  happineis,  not  to  deftroy 
it.  He  is  no  lover  of  his  country  that 
unncccfl'irily  dillurbs  its  peace.  Few 
errors,  and  few  faults  of  gtivernment, 
cjn  juftlfy  an  appeal  to  the  rabble,  who 
ought  not  to  judge  of  what  they  cannot 
underftatid,  and  whofe  opinions  are  not 
propagated  by  rcafon,  but  caught  by 
contagion. 

The  fallacioufnefs  of  this  note  of 
patriotifm  is  particularly  apparent,  when 
the  clamour  continues  after  the  evil  is 
p.ift.  They  who  arc  now  filling  our 
ears  with  Mr  Wilkes,  and  the  freehol¬ 
ders  of  Middlcfex,  lament  a  gHcvance 
which  is  now  at  an  end.  Mr  Wilkes 
may  be  chofen,  if  any  will  chufc  him, 
and  the  precedent  of  his  cxciufion  makes 
not  any  honeft,  or  any  decent  man,  think 
himfelf  in  danger. 

“  It  -may  be  doubted  whether  the 
name  of  a  patriot  can  be  fairly  given  as 
the  reward  of  Iccret  latire,  or  open  out¬ 
rage. 

“  To  offer  a  petition  not  expeiflcd  to 
be  granted,  to  infult  a  king  wiih  a  rude 
remoiiftrance,  only  becaufe  there  is  no 
punifliment  for  legal  infolcnce,  is  not 
courage,  for  there  is  no  danger;  nor  pa¬ 
triotifm,  for  it  tend*  to  the  fubverfion  of 
order,  and  letss  wickednefs  loofc  upon 
the  land,  by  deftoying  the  reverence 
due  to  fovcrcig^n  authority*

Rowe,  Sept.  IS-  “  The  afternoon 
of  the  day  the  Pope  died,  cardinal  Rez* 
zonico,  chamberlain,  went  in  great  (late 
to  the  Qjjirinal,  where  he  performed  the 
ceremony  of  breaking  the  ring  of  the 
deceafed  pontiff  in  the  prefence  of  thofe 
who  had  a  right  to  aflfiill  at  that  ceremony. 
Then  the  body  was  embalmed,  and  in- 
veded  w'ith  the  pontifical  habit,  and 
flicwn  to  the  people.  Yellerday  evening 
it  was  carried  to  the  Vatican,  where  fer- 
vice  will  be  performed  nine  days  fuccef- 
fivcly  for  the  repofe  of  his  foul.  The 
catdinal  ch.imbcrlain  hasTmee  broke  the 
fcal  of  the  late  Pope,  and  taken  upon 
him  the  functions  of  government.  The 
cardinals  fit  every  day  to  regulate  public 
aff<iirs,  and  will  continue  fo  to  do  till 
they  enter  into  the  conclave,  which  wiU 
be  on  the  ift  of  0<flober. — The  Ute 
Pope,  before  his  death,  has  eftablilhed 
ftir  ever,  by  a  bull,  the  o^dcr  of  the  Cor¬ 
deliers  to  replace  the  Jefuits  in  the  func* 
tions  of  grand  penitentiaries  at  St  Pett  r’s, 
and  has  r.fligned  them  very  conliderable 
appointments.” 

Rotogna,  OSI.  7.  “  We  are  not 

lefs  (Iruck  w  ith  adonidiment  here,  than 
penetrated  with  grief,  on  learning,  by 
letters  from  Rome,  that,  at  the  opening 
of  the  body  of  the  Pope,  in  the  prefence 
of  the  Spanilh  ambaffador,  the  bowels  of 
his  holinefs  were  in  part  corroded,  and 
his  hair  and  nails  fallen  cff.  Thefe  cir» 
cumdances  have  given  occafion  for  Tome 
drong  fufpicionF,  for  which  there  is  fo 
mncli ‘ht  more  probable  foundation,  as 
the  •  fficer  who  tades  the  victuals  and 
drink  of  the  fovertign  pontiff  in  now  at 
the  point  of  death,  with  all  thefymptums 
of  llie  diforder  which  has  carried  off  the 
holy  father.” 

Bologna,  OR.  9.  “  The  lad  advices 
received  here  from  Rome  do  not  confirm 
the  report  ipread  <  f  a  number  of  foreign 
troops  having  entered  that  place;  but 
they  infi  rm  ns  of  the  death  of  the  cff.ccr 
who  taded  the  food  of  the  late  Pope.” 

FRANCE. 

Fontainbleau,  Off.  10.  “  The  nego- 
Ciations  of  prince  Mafferano  at  the  court 
•f  France  have  met  with  fo  much  appro- 
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bation,  that  he  will  be  Tent  again  to  the 
court  of  London,  to  endeavour  to  amu(e 
them,  while  the  two  courts,  in  conjuno- 
tion  with  the  empire  and  Sardinia,  are 
preparing  the  coup  df eclat  they  have 
proje^ed  againd  the  republics  and  free 
couniricsjwhich  they  want  to  reduce  to 
flavery.  The  prince  fet  out  yederday 
for  his  dedination.  He  mud  be  prepa¬ 
ring  his  batteries  till  he  is  alUded  by  the 
ambaffador  from  France,  whom,  it  ip 
generally  thought,  will  be  count  de 
Guignes.  His  affair  brings  forth  frefb 
difficulties  every  day,  which  retard  the 
judgment  upon  it;  and,  though  be  it  ia- 
dcfaligable  in  endeavouring  to  make  his 
pretcnfions  balance  with  thofe  of  his  ad- 
verfaries,  who  depend  only  on  the  jud- 
nefsof  their  caufe,  the  judges  dare  not 
h'izard  a  fentence,  which  will  no  doubt 
be  reverfed  by  the  parliament,  which  is 
going  to  be  re-cdablilhed,  if  they  decree 
againd  the  party  which  hat  judice  on  its 
fide.” 

Paris,  Off.  10.  “  Several  packets 
of  papers,  tied  up  and  fealed,  were  late¬ 
ly  found  in  the  Seine,  and  carried  to  the 
comptroller-general,  which  tend  to  the 
difeovery  of  fume  extraordinary  abufes 
in  the  corn  trade,  for  monopolizing  and 
enhancing  the  pnee  of  all  kinds  of  grain* 
It  is  adoniihing  that  the  parties  concern¬ 
ed  did  not  make  ufe  of  a  more  cffidtaal 
method  of  dedroying  thefe  papers.-- 
There  has  been  an  inlurredtion  at  Metz*, 
on  account  of  no  corn  or  ‘flour  being 
brought  to  market  there  one  market- 
day.” 

Paris,  Off*  la.  Mr  Dcligre,  firft 
prelident  of  the  antlent  parliament  of 
Fans,  accompanied  by  the  ten  vicc-pre- 
(idents,  with  (lx  of  tlie  olded  counfcllors, 
were  admitted,  the  loth  indant,  to  the 
privy- council,  where  his  majedy  prefid- 
cd,  aflided  only  by  the  duke  d'Orleans, 
and  M.  dc  Miromeny,  vice-chancellor* 
They  received  his  majedy’s  indrui^lions 
for  the  re  tdablifliment  of  their  body, 
and  returned  him  thanks;  but,  as  his 
majedy  is  dcfirous  for  re*  uniting  fom« 
members,  who  have  deferted  their  parly 
to  continue  in  the  new  parliament,  they 
have  obtained  permiffion  of  his  majedy 
to  take  the  opinion  of  the  whole  body, 
which  will  be  affembled  for  that  purpofe, 
(hat  they  may  acquiefee  conjuodly  (o 
his  majedy’s  will,  to  the  end  that  unity 
may  be  preferved  among  them.
